Over 100 students from grades 
9 to 12 embarked on a journey 
through a gruelling 4 Ion. obstacle 
course at Bradford’s Scanlon Creek 
Conservation Area. 

Those who managed to cross the 
finish line first claimed bragging 
rights, as well as free T-shirts and gift 
cards. 

Students participated in pairs, and 
were sorted based on their grade level 
and gender.

Another extension 
for developer 

Tiberian Investments was in BWG Council on October 1, 
asking for a 24 month extension for its Draft Plan approval 
and servicing allocation for a 45 Residential unit plan of 
subdivision, west of Melbourne Drive. 

Without the extension, the approvals would lapse on 
October 12. 

A staff report recommended extension, but by only 6 
months. 

Lawyer Bemie Romano appeared before Council in Open 
Forum on behalf of Tiberian, to argue that the extension 
should be at least 9 to 12 months. “We are moving forward,” 
Romano said. “There’s been important progress... It is an 
important infill site, and we’re trying to get it done.” 

However, Senior Planner Tami Kitay pointed out, “The 
original approval came forth in 2007, and there have been 
numerous extensions since that time." Kitay described the 
6 month extension as “a way to encourage the developer to 
move forward in an expeditious manner." 

Asked for the reason for the delays, Romano told Council 
that Tiberian has had to renegotiate agreements with 
neighbouring landowners. "We have not stopped at any 
stage,” he said. “The delays have been beyond our control. 
We’ve done everything we can.” 

He insisted that both Tiberian and its builder are 
“anxious’’ to begin construction - but a six month extension 
might not be enough time to get all of the outside 
agreements in place. 

Councillor Peter Dykie Jr. supported a 12 month extension 
for the “important infill" project - a project that would 
finally provide road connectivity north from Southfield 
Heights. 

Councillor James Leduc was opposed. “We’ve had these 
45 (water) units tied up since 2011,” he said. “If you can’t 
do it in 6 months, I don’t support this... It's just been too 
long already. We’ve got developers who have infrastructure 
in the ground. They could have those 45 units built this 
summer - and sold.” 

“I agree," said Councillor Del Crake. "Six months is 
enough... Those water units have been sitting on the shelf 
for too long.” 

Mayor Doug White expressed sympathy for the difficulties 
facing Tiberian, but supported the staff recommendation. 
"This Council has granted extensions before,” White said 
- and will likely consider further extensions, if they can be 
shown to be justified, he said, “but this adequately holds 
Tiberian's feet to the fire... I’m sympathetic to the situation, 
but I’m frustrated as well.” 

Tiberian had also requested an additional 95 units of 
servicing allocation - a request that Romano acknowledged 
was "contentious” Council deferred the request, to a future 
debate on allocation. 

Commercial vehicle blitz 

South Simcoe Police partnered with 
the Ministry of Transportation on 
October 1, to carry out a Commercial 
Vehicle inspection blitz, on Hwy. 

89 near Cookstown - after receiving 
numerous complaints from local 
residents regarding truck safety 
violations. Officers inspected 41 
commercial vehicles, taking 17 out of 
service due to mechanical and safety 
concerns. When defects could be 
repaired during the day, the vehicles 
were released from the inspection site, 
but three were beyond repair and had 
their licence plates seized by officers. 
As well, officers laid 38 charges 
for offences under the Highway 
Traffic Act, including insecure loads, 
improper tires, overweight vehicles, 
improper brakes, and document 
violations. 


Young cyclist struck 

Just before 8 a.m. on October 18, 
South Simcoe Police were called 
to a collision on 20th Sideroad, 
near Concession 13 Bradford West 
Gwillimbury. A truck northbound on 
the 20th SR struck a 9 year old cyclist. 
The boy had been northbound on 
the 20th, when he suddenly veered 
onto the travelled portion of the road, 
and was knocked off his bicycle as 
the truck driver reportedly attempted 
to avoid contact. The child, who 
was wearing a helmet, was taken to 
hospital and treated for leg and head 
injuries. No charges were laid. 

Theft from Leisure Centre 

On October 15,2013, South Simcoe 
Police were notified of a theft from a 
locker at the Bradford Leisure Centre. 
A woman reported that her purse, 
cash, cell phone and other personal 
items were stolen from the change 
room. Investigation led to a 14 year old 
Bradford teen being identified as the 
person responsible. 

On Monday, October 21, the teen 
was arrested. She was already on 
outstanding charges for similar 
incidents, and as a result faces charges 
of Fail to Comply with an Undertaking, 
Theft under $5000 and Possession 
of Stolen Property. She was held in 
custody and brought before a Youth 
Court Judge on Oct 22. Some of the 
stolen property was recovered. 

Assault and Threatening 

Police were called to an Alcona 
residence on Oct. 19, just before 2 
p.m., by the Children’s Aid Society. 

A13 year old boy had become upset 
earlier in the day, assaulting his 15 
year old brother and his mother, 
and threatening them. The boy was 
arrested and charged with 2 counts of 
Assault and 2 counts of Threatening, 
and released into the custody of 
Children’s Aid, with a court date in 
November. Neither of the victims 
required medical treatment. 

Impaired by drugs 

At about 6:05 a.m. on Oct. 20, South 
Simcoe Police were called to a single 
vehicle collision on 5 Sideroad south 
of Hwy. 89, in Innisfil. The driver, a 25 
year old Utopia male, was arrested for 
Impaired Driving by drugs. He was 
transported to South Division, where 
York Regional Police performed an 
evaluation, and charged. 

Impaired Driving 

South Simcoe Police were alerted to 
a suspected impaired driver leaving 
the area of a liquor establishment in 
Bradford, in the early morning hours 
of Oct. 20. The vehicle was located 
and stopped just east of Bradford; the 
driver was found to have consumed 
alcohol. The 32 year old Lindsay male 
was arrested and transported to South 
Division for breath tests - but refused 
to provide a breath sample. He was 
charged with Refuse Breath Test, his 
vehicle was impounded, his licence 
suspended for 90 days, and he was 
released with a court date in Nov.

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A look at the Speech from the Throne 


MP for York-Simcoe and House 
Leader Peter Van Loan had praise 
for the October 17 Speech from 
the Throne, and its vision. And he 
rejected criticism that some of the 
areas highlighted seem to be trivial - 
from “unbundling” cable television 
choices, to reducing cell phone 
roaming charges, and narrowing 
the gap between U.S. and Canadian 
consumer prices. 

“I think it’s similar to what we’ve 
been doing from the start,” Van 
Loan said - bringing in changes that 
support "ordinary working families - 
there’s nobody who speaks for them.” 

The question the government asked 
was, “what can we do to help them,” 
Van Loan said. "These are things 
we’ve been working on already... A lot 
of these are responses to complaints 
from the public. 

"I think these are consistent with 
what we’ve done.” 

As well, he said, the “commitment 
to balance the budget in 2015 is 
important,” introducing legislation 


a balanced budget once periods of 
economic uncertainty or downturn 
are over. "That would codify what 
most Canadians would like to see.” 

But the highlight was the ground- 


Union - that will open the door for 
greater trade between Canada and the 
28 member states of the EU. 

“We are a country that depends 
heavily on trade - even in little 
Bradford,” he said, predicting 
economic benefit, as the deal moves 
from “agreement in principle” to a 
binding legal contract. “It’s better for 
every sector,” he said. “We think there 
are only upsides with this.” 

Van Loan suggested that the feared 
negative impacts on the dairy and 
cheese industry are exaggerated, 
and that the Canadian industry is 
sufficiently robust to withstand higher 
imports from Europe. And for beef 
and pork producers willing and able 
to meet EU standards, there will be 
“huge opportunity.” 

He noted that there were none of 
the protests that greeted NAFTA, 
the North American Free Trade 
Agreement - perhaps because 
this time around, the Canadian 
government has learned from past 
experience. Rather than leaving 
dispute resolution to local, often 
politically-influenced and partisan 
courts, as happened with issues like 
the softwood lumber dispute, issues 
will be referred to an independent 
international tribunal.

Standing up for veterans 

To the Editor: I am writing to correct 
two items in last week’s Times on our 
Government’s support for veterans. 

When it comes to veterans, our Government 
has delivered real and meaningful support. 

We have delivered 4.7 billion dollars in new 
funding - an increase of 25%. 

And in fact, the amount going directly to 
Veterans through benefits and programs has 
almost doubled - as spending is focused on 
veterans, not on bureaucracy. Today, close 
to 90% of the department’s budget is going 
towards serving our veterans. 

Information in the Times implied that 
severely injured veterans now receive only a 
one- time payment of $298,000. That is only 
a small part of the actual story. No mention 
was made o f the ongoing annual benefits. For 
example, a seriously- injured veteran receives 
$62,000 a year in addition to the $298,000 one¬ 
time lump sum. 

In addition. Veterans receive world-class 
rehabilitation and training, far superior 
medical treatment and some benefit from 
services such as snow clearing, home cleaning 
and grass cutting services. 

While the Liberal critic’s letter complains 
about 9 offices across the country being 
closed, he fails to mention that as part of our 
efforts to improve services for Veterans, there 
are now 600 new points of service. On top of 
that, we often send a nurse or caseworker 
to the home of a Veteran, saving the time 
otherwise spent in a car in difficult travel. 

I was pleased to see in the Editorial that 
our efforts to double the amount of money 
available for funeral services from $3600 to 
$7376 have been well-received. I would also 
like to note that the sum is in addition to up 
to $10,000 available in each case for burial 
services. 

Our record speaks for itself and our new 
initiatives will continue to build on that 


record-delivering results for Canadians. We 
are proud of the commitment and sacrifice of 
our Veterans in standing up for Canada. We 
are proud to stand up for them.

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Dignity Day: A ripple effect 


“Dignity Day is one of my favourite 
days of the year,” Jennifer Corriero, 
co-founder of Taking IT Global, told 
students at Fieldcrest Elementary 
School on October 16, “because it 
gives me hope.” 

It is, she said, like throwing a rock 
into a pond, and creating ripples - “A 
day where we can all have a ripple 
effect in a positive way, because when 
you increase the dignity of one person, 
it increases dignity in the world.” 

Taking IT Global hosts Global Dignity 
Day, lirSking schools in 50 countries 
around the world, through its video- 
conferencing equipment. 

Fieldcrest ES in Bradford was not 
only participating in the 6th annual 
Global Dignity Day, but hosting 
the global video conference - and 
broadcasting a presentation by a 
speaker whose dignity was restored, 
through caring, respect, and 
education. 

The speaker was Mohamed Sidibay, 
former child soldier from Sierra 


At the age of 3, Mohamed was 
kidnapped by the Revolutionary 
United Front, torn away from his 
family, and forced to carry a gun, 

“that was taller than me, and weighed 
almost as much as I did,” he told 
the students in grades 4 through 8, 
challenging them to imagine his life. 
“When you were three, everything was 
taken away from you - no Mom to cry 
to, No dad." 

He tried to run away but didn't get 
far. Usually the penalty for running 
away was death. “I got lucky. I wasn’t 
killed. I was beaten. I was burned." 

Instead, he spent the next 5 years as 
a child soldier in Sierra Leone’s civil 
war, a bloody conflict that took at least 
30,000 lives. He was forced to kill, to 
take drugs, to see death in all its forms. 
“I've seen it all. I’ve seen the worst 
of humanity.”He lost everything - his 
freedom, his childhood, his education, 
his family, and especially, the right to 
question, to ask “Why?” Yet Sidibay 
“didn't let that decide my future.”

He was nearly 10 when the war ended 
- brought to a close not so much by 
the U.N. Peacekeeping force that 
finally stepped in, but by the people 
themselves, who finally began to 
question the conflict, 
and ask, “Why?” 

In Freetown, 
unwanted and 
unwelcome as a former 
child soldier, Sidibay 
drifted. He used drugs, 

“overwhelmed” by 
anger. “I didn’t know 

ras only when a friend persuaded 
him to become involved with a program 
run by iEARN, an international 
education and resource network, that 
he found his way. “All of a sudden, I 
was surrounded by people who valued 
education," Sidibay said. “Give a man 
an education and he can rebuild the 
world. Education is what got me here. 
Education is what made me what I am.” 

That’s where teacher Mali Bickley, 
then at W.H. Day Elementary School, 
first met Sidibay. A co-chair of iEARN 



Canada, Bickley and her grade 5 class 
communicated with the former child 
soldier via the internet, and raised funds 
to help support him for several years. 

Sidibay came to the U.S. at the age of 
14, with $50 in his pocket; he is now 
21, and in the 3rd year of University, 
studying Peace and Conflict. “I used 
to think education would help me 
forget,” he said. “I can never forget what 
happened. Instead, education is going 
to let me find out and understand the 
"why.” I’ve come to realize that your past 
and present make you what you are." 

He told the students, “You are the 
future leaders of tomorrow. That’s not a 
lie. You are going to change the world... 
Start by changing yourself, because 
when you change yourself, you change 
the person next to you, your friends, 
your family - the ripple effect.” 

Corriero pointed out the other side of 
the coin; just as their actions can build 
dignity, they can also tear it down, 
through cruelty and bullying. 

“If you take dignity away from someone 
else, you take away your own dignity. It’s 
win-win or lose-lose. It’s very important 
to realize the power we have.”
